can enlist In the army and when the 
call comes will be transferred without 
delay. 


This announcement carries with it a 
great advantage to young men who 
have filed application in the second 
officers' training canap, for they can 
now enlist in the army and secure some 
valuable training which will be of 
great use to them when attending the 
training camp. 


Issues Orders to Men.

Such details of the Russian retreat 
in eastern Galicia as are now coming 
to hand do not tend to minimize the 
seriousness of thq situation. 
Special 
dispatches report that the losses in 
heavy artillery will be tremendous and 
express doubt as to the ability of the 
infantry of the Russian eighth army 
to make good its retreat. 


There is still an absence of assur- 
ances that the Russian commanders 
of the armies taking part in the back- 
ward movement have 
succeeded 
In 
getting their refractory troops in hand. 
Indications are riot wanting, however, 
that the process is well under way. 
There comes through Petrograd, for 
instance, 
the 
report 
that 
General 
Korniloff's drastic measures have in- 
cluded the blowing to pieces of an en- 
tire division of traitorous troops of the 
eleventh army by its own artillery. 


What may prove to be a saving 
feature of the situation is the firmness 
of the Russian 
armies both to the 
north and south of the field of retreat. 
There has been no suggestion of any 
yielding tendencies of the 
Russian 
forces in Volhynia. just to the north 
of the affected seector, while to the 
south the Russian troops are not only 
standing fast so far as they are able, 
but are co-operating with the Ruma- 
nians in a successful movement on the 
Moldavian frontier. 


London is sphyn.x-like today regard- 
ing the situation along the Franco- 
Belgian front. 
It is declared in the 
German reports that one of the most 
violent artillery battles in history has 
been in progress in Belgium, oven last 
night's supplementary German state- 
ment emphasizing the continuance of 
this heavy fighting. 
All that the Brit- 
ish press bureau gives out today from 
that front, however, is the report of a 
successful British raid near Armen- 
tieres. adding that there was "nothing 
else of special interest." 


Although British shipping losses In- 
creased slightly last week, the French 
admiralty is able to make the striking 
announcement 
that 
not 
a . single 
French vessel fell victim to a subma- 
rine during that period. 
Six vessels 
were 
unsuccessfully 
attacked. 
The 
Italian marine i-eport is also a favora- 
ble one, showing the loss of but two 
steamers and the damaging of one 
small sailing vessel. 


The persistance of the German at- 
tack in the Alsne region recalls in in- 
creasing measure the Crown Prince's 
Verdun offensive, except that the pres- 
ent drive lacks the success which at- 
tended the 1916 operation in its earlier 
stages. 
After a brief lull the thrusts 
were resumed last night, a powerful 
attack being delivered on a front of 
nearly two miles near the easterly end 
Df the Chemin des Dames, between 
Hurtebise arid La Bovelle. 


The attacks on Hurtebise farm It- 
self were broken up. but further west 
certain elements of the French first 
line trenches were penetrated by the 
Germans at the price of tremendous 
losses. 


In the Champagne also there was 
heavy fighting, German attacks follow- 
ing a heavy bombardment on various 
parts of the front. 
Everywhere the 
Germans were repelled. Today's Rus- 
sian official statement magnifies the 
extent of the Rumanian front suc- 
cesses of 
Tuesday 
and Wednesday. 
The Rumanians and Russians, togeth- 
er captured more than 2,OO0 prisoners 
and 57 guns.

I came over expecting I would be 
' lucky if I got one square meal a week. 


I'm getting two every day. 
The French breakfast, understand, 
doesn't count, because it usually con- 
sists only of coffee, bread and butter. 


The exact truth Is that, while ther« 
is no great abundance of food in 
France, the women are managing so 
excellently that everybody is getting 
enough to eaL 


To begin with, there are the two 
"meatless days" each week, Monday 
and Tuesday. The meat shops also are 
closed on Sunday, making three days 
in succession when It Is Impossible to 
buy meats. 


But the French women make up tqr 
this by serving, on Mondays and Tues- . 
days, a variety 
of 
other palatabto 
foods. 


For instance, they set before you a 
dish of snails, with a large pin with 
which to dig Mister Snail out of hlf 
shell. 
He comes out wiggling and 
twisting and protesting, but he's a 
satisfying morsel at that. 


Then they bring on a dish of eels, 
highly flavored and appetizing. 
Othe* 
courses on the "meatless days" usually 
contain sardines and larger flsh. 


You finish your meal, so pleased wltb 
everything set before you that you'ro 
through and out of the dining room 
before you suddenly remember: 
"Wm 
had no meat for dinner. 
And ther« 
was no pie or cake either!" 


Nothing is escaping French womoa 
in the way of making the most of th« 
food products available. 


Just now garden truck predominates 
on their tables—string beans, greon 
peas, artichokes, lettuce, radishes, cel- 
ery, potatoes. 
For dessert they servs 
cherries, peaches, apricots and the like. 


Practically no sweet things are be- 
ing eaten, much to the discomfort, .at 
first, of Americans with a sweet tooth. 
Butter and sugar are on the table only 
at breakfast. 


Bread is made from whole wheat 
flour, and is very dark but there's a lot 
less indigestion in it than In the "white 
bread" of America. 


If every American family goes on 
eating as they have in the past, cer- 
tainly there will be no increase In the 
amount of foodstuffs available for re- 
port to the European allies. 


"They must quit eating so much 
wheat and meat and use more of other 
foods that are just as good." said tho 
landlady of my hotel, who. apparently, 
is well informed on the subject. 


"We find." she continued, "we are 
getting along very well on many foods 
we made little use of before the war." 


Food economy Is not the only way 
in which French women are helping 
"win the war." 


Outside of the battle trenches, wom- 
en are practically running France. 


A man is seldom to be found in any ^ 
of the smaller stores; only a few are 
in the large department'stores; and 
they

soldiers 
discharged 
for 
wounds. 


Thousands of women work In tho 
.munitions factories. The farms are Jn 
their hands and the bulk of this sum- 
mer's harvest will be done by them.

Dear Sir: Some time ago a special com- 
mittee appointed by the Council, of which 
you are a member, called on 
Jind took 
"up certain matters regarding desired Ini- 
provements in street railway service. 
We 
stated at that time that all matters pre- 
.«ented would receive our best attention 
and that we would report back as to our 
ability to remedy the various situations. 


We have placed an order for ten new 
double-truck city cars, each seating fifty- 
two passengers, which we expect to put in 
service early in the fall. The makers have 
promised delivery of this material in Sep- 
tember. 
In order to facilitate the handling 
of more cars, we have ordered and will 
install 
an 
additional 
switcli 
on 
South 
Wayne avenue and one on Pontiac street. 
This will permit us to give more frequent 
rush hour service, which is needed, and, 
which will be possible by the use of the 
new cars. 


The Bloomingdale Bus Line, which has 
been in operation three months, has been 
rendering satisfactory service in the ter- 
ritory formerly inadequately served and 
our patrons in this community have given 
us good co-operation. 
These buses, 
at 
the present time, are not paying fully 
their operating expenses, but the company 
is willing to continue this service because 
of its very urgent need. 


New .sigii.s have been ordered for all city 
cars, which will be eighteen inches square 
and he in the form of an individual num- 
ber or letter, illuininated from the rear. 
These numbers can be plainly seen and 
read for a di.^tance of over a block and we 
believe, will be a great convenience to our 
patrons. 
We also expect to install desti- 
nation signs on the rear of all cars so that 
late passengers may determine the name 
of the c:!r which has just pa.«;sed. 


We li.ive ordered and will install before 
cold weather, elpctric heating equipment 
to rpplacp coal heater.«;, which have been 
in ut<=> in our single-end cars, considerable 
complaint having been made about 
the 
uncomfortable gas given off by the old coal 
heaters. 


We are negotiating with the Ohio Elec- 
tric Railway company for an 
operating 
contract over their line, f^r an extension 
of our Lewis street service, and have or- 
dered a switch 
so that 
this 
additional 
service can be installed for the fall load. 


We recently had a meeting with 
the 
<'ouncil Committee on Streets and Alleys 
and discussed the proposed extension of 
our line on South Wayne avenue as far as 
Boerger street. 
This matter has been up 
for some little time and wc have stated 
our position plainly to the Board of "Works 
regarding this improvement. 
It is unnec- 
essary to dwell at any length on the fact 
that prices of materials of all kinds enter- 
ing into construction work have increased 
beyond all reason. 
We do not believe this 
is a d<^sirable time to make an extension on 
South Wayne avenue. 
Our expenditures 
for the improvements above outlined and 
for other necessary improvements, 
have 
taken all the available money which we 
will have iip to .January 1, 1918. 
There Is 
also ronsiderable question as to whether 
wp ^voulf^ obtain material for this South 
Bonrl fxtpnsinn. even if it were ordered 
at thp pi-esent time and we had the money 
to pny foi- it. 


' 'onsidering thf» above circumstances we 
believe it r'^asonabl^» to ask the City Coun- 
cil to grant a period of twelve to fifteen 
months before tlip paving on South Wayne 
avenue is extended. 
If this were done, 
o?ir company could make certain the lay- 
ing of its track.'; ahead of the pavement.

FEES AND SALARIES. 
Fort Wayne, Ina., July 24, 1917. 
To the Common Council: 


Gentlemen: 
Your undersigned commit- 
tees, to which was referred an ordinance 
increasing the salaries of the Superintend- 
ent of Parks and Secretary of the Park 
Department, respectfully report that they 
have investigated the ordinance and con- 
sidered the same. 


During this Council's administration the 
wages of several employes have, 
from 
time to time been increased, but 
thus 
far this Council has refrained from in- 
creasing the salary of any official having 
executive authority. 
W e have, from time 
to time, raised the wages and 
salaries 
of employes on the theory that the pres- 
ent high cost of living produced by the 
war conditions have not only justified but 
have required the increase, but in all ca.ses 
we have confined the increase to wages 
and salaries below $100.00 per month. 
The 
reason for the increase has been, not on 
account of increased work or that the po- 
sition demanded any increased pay but 
more on the theory that those earning less 
than $100.00 a month by reason of high 
cost of living have had difficulty in keep- 
ing even. 
However, this reason 
would 
not Justify an increase in salary with those 
receiving more than $1,200.00 a year. 
We 
find that in addition Mr. Getz has received 
$300.00 per year for the use of his auto- 
mobile, which makes the total 
amount 
that he is now paid by the city $1,800.00. 


Under all the circumstances we recom- 
mend that said ordinance do not paos.

er men than Mike Kelly, Hans Wagner and Ty 
Cobb. But since the sporting pages have taken 
popular precedence over the editorial pages, ten 
boys know all about the baseball players where 
one boy knows anything about the great soldiers 
and sailors of the land of the free. 


Baseball, too, is decaying for want of a little 
of the "old pep.'' 


Kvery year we have 10,000,000 young Ameri- 
cans reading about baseball and, after the fash- 
Ion of volunteers, training to be baseball players.

"Pep." more than anything else, leads to what 
Americans know as success. It is, or It was, the 
salient characteristic of Americans. Take Mr. 
Roosevelt. He has been accused of making mis- 
takes enough to destroy 100,000 men. The round 
robin on which his fame was founded would 
have got most men court-martialed and shot. It 
got lioosevelt the presidency. The Ananias Club, 
the Tennessee Coal and Iron deal, the River of 
Doubt 
and 
100 other 
alleged 
mistakes 
were 
hailed as the finish of Theodore Roosevelt. Did 
they finish him? Not a bit. They may 
have 
thrown him hard, but he was up like a rubber 
ball, ready for the next bounce. 


I am not impugning Mr. Roosevelt's wisdom 
or his genius. 
I merely urge that energy has 
done more for him than anything else.

have curbed liquor; we have fine public and pri- 
vate schools; we have compulsory education; the 
youth of our children is conserved, even at the 
expense of the age of their parents; we have 
civic baseball, football and golf grounds. No one 
can deny we are losing our "old pep." Our one 
or two sons have not half the "old pep" our 
fathers' ten or twelve sons had. 


Where, oh. where, has our "old pep" gone? 
Why can't Uncle Sam get soldiers when 
the

Invader bristles at our 
gates? 
Why 
can't baseball manager^ get players for ?1000 a 
month? Why can't managers get 
fighters 
for 
$1000 a minute? Why can't employers get em- 
ployes who have energy? Why is it that opportu- 
nity not only beckons and knocks once, 
but 
kicks down the door, walls, beseeches. Implores, 
tears her hair, dares them to come out, and 
can't get young men to grab her by the neck? 


Civil War Veterans. 
I don't know. All I do know—and I submit 
that I have proven it here—is that we are losing 
our "old pep." I have my own humble 
idea 
about why we are losing it. I am not a

eater. I am pacifically inclined. But I 
never 
knew a man who had the "old pep" who did not 
despise peace. The veterans of our civil war 
have always despised peace. Oh, yes. Grant may 
have said "Let us have peace" and 
Sherman

years of battle. The old soldiers were always 
militant. So I think that one reason why we are 
losing our "old pep" Is because we are so far 
away from the last war. 


American energy was at Its highest after the 
civil war. 'Twas then the railroads were built, 
the plains settled, the Rocky Mountains honey- 
combed. the cities laid out. The sons of civil 
war veterans are mostly past the

age. 
The grandsons of civil war veterans are fruit 
too far away from the hardy stem. Wo have 
followed commerce, ease, the arts of peace, the 
finest 
art of which Is trying to "live easy." 
France, the country which today has the most 
"old pep," never gave up thinking of war, never 
forgot Sedan, Alsace and Lorraine. 
Germany 
n^ver gave up training for war, either. No doubt 
you will say. "And look at what preparing for 
war has done to both Germany and to France. • 
That is true. But Is what la happening to Ger- 
many and to France the worst thing that can

Americans who aro interested In the 


"betterment ideas" -insofar as -.they 
affect mother and child would do well 
to emulate to some degree the French, 
who have been grappling desperately 
with the problem of decreasing birth- 
rate since the war began. Even be- 
fore the war one of the most serious 
problems France had to face was the 
steady decline in^irths, and the idea 
was forced homo by the knowledge 
that in forty-four years Germany had 
gained 
25,000,000 new citizens and 


France only 3,000,000. In 1899 Ger- 
many had 1,980,304 births; France 
only 847,627. 
After the war began 


the question loomed so large on the 
French horizon, and the figures sup- 
plied by the bureau of statistics were 
so disquieting, that France found it 
necessary to get down to fundamentals 
In the task of saving babies and-caring 
for their mothers. In any case it was a 
wonderrul thing to find women who 
werer ready to perform their part in 
building the race. 


Realizing that legislative measures 


looking toward the regulation of those 
-tendencies which combine to decrease 
birth-rate are slow In their operation, 
France has devoted her attention to 
the immediate phase of the question 
and is now concerning herself with 
caring for the children just born or 
who will be born in the near future. 


In spite of manifest difficulties sev- 


eral organizations whose sole work is 
to look after the mother and child 
have been organized, and have so sys- 
tematized their functions that they 
have done a great good although their 
sphere of operation has been decidedly 
handicapped. 


The activities of one of the largest of 


these societies may be classified for 
examination and comparison under 
the following heads: 


First—"Help Given to 
Expectant 


Mothers." 
At the beginning of the 


war six homes were opened. Up to 
January'! about 3,500 maternity cases 
were dealt with. 


.Second—"Help 
Given to Young 


Children." 
Children of from one to 


three and a half years of ago when 
taken in groups of ten or fifteen and 
cared for during the temporrary ab- 
sence of their mother. These institu- 
tions, called "Les Petitcs Foyer Ma- 


but the most of her day is spend away 
at her work, whatever it may be. 


The French law insists on a mother 


having a month's rest after child birth, 
but the existence of these homes makes 
it possible for her to nurse lier child 
over the full period, and at the same 
time to carry on her usual work. 


. Fifth—"Help for Mothers Unable to 


Nurse Their Babies." These institutions, 
operating under the authority of the so- 
cietj', are all that the name implies. 
Besides actual assistance in a practical 
way talks are given -which enable the 
mothers to improve the health of the i 
child in many ways, and also' to over- 
come the difficulties to which the child 
is exposed by failure or inability on the 
part of the mother to fill her part of the 
maternal contract. 


- Sixth.—"Care 
of 
Young 
Children 


Whose Mothers Are AYorking at a Dis-' 
tance." The chief obstacle to'a, mother's 
working away from her cliild is natural 
maternal anxiety for the welfare of her 
young. The society is endeavoring to 
solve this difficulty, too. 


An examination of the efforts of the 


French as exemplified in the work of 
this leading society would be a, splendid 
thing for those who are interested in 
service of this nature.

'crawl" stroke, now recognized as the 
climax of swift water movement. 


Mermen and mermaids who go in 


for speed are now wondering whether 
some new method may be evolved 
which will set the "crawl" as a back 
number in aquatics, just as it has re- 
placed the breast stroke and the 
trudgeon. 


Duke Kahanamoku's 100-yard rec- 


ord of 53 1-5 seconds, made with the 
crawl stroke, reduced the time for 
that distance from 78 seconds as it 
stood twenty years ago. It has been 
estimated that by use of the crawl all 
records have been reduced 22 per cent 
under those made with the trudgeon. 


In view of the remarkable result.* 


from use of the crawl, a short sum- 
mary of the various swimming strokes 
as they have developed may be timely 


Up to the early nineties the breast 


stroke was accepted as the standnri 
swimming style, and arms out of th 
water was a form practically unknown 


Then came the English side arn 


stroke which necessitates lifting one 
arm out of the water, and the "sets 
sors" kick instead of the old thru 
"roe."

The 
reason for the Increase has been, not on 
account of Increased work or that the po- 
sition demanded any increased pay but 
more on the theory that those earning less 
than $100.00 a month by reason of high 
cost or living have had difficulty In keep 
ing even. 
However, this reason woul<
